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FERNS 


Many people have trouble in raising 
Ferns and for but one reason: 

They buy or collect them and then 
plant them anywhere around the house 
without regard to their likes and dislikes. 

Ferns, as a rule, dislike clay, lime and 
ashes, so be particularly careful in pre- 
paring the ground where used for founda- 
tion planting. To successfully grow them 
prepare the soil and plant according to 
the following classifications and they will 
erow “like weeds.” 


A. Soil for Ferns. Indifferent to acid- 
ity.
